NANKING “AND: CHEKIANG. 
oe, SEDIERERS |! 
. . SUPPRESSION, POLICY. 

Ever since the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment..was inaugurated in the 
new ‘capital, the question of the 
.céntraligation,.: of: authority. . or 
othersyise has been the. principal 
point of contention between Nan- 
king and. other. provincial govern- 
ments, Among the problems.that 
raise this point of contention, one 
‘of. the. most, important is: perhaps 
that of opium suppression. : 

Opium Policy of Nanking. 

- The first step the Nanking Gov- 
ernment took'to solve the opium’ 
problem in China is the proclama- 
tion of asat-of provisional regula- 
tions, which unfortunately gave 
room for unscrupulous drug traf- 
fickers to undermirie the sincerity 
of the Government. ‘Consequent- 
ly, the Nanking Government abol- 
ished. the: provisional regulations 
‘and closed..yp ‘the opium tenders: 
that fristrated.the Gavernment’s 
plan of effective suppression.” A 
new set of regulations were pro- 
claimed... While.. efforts. were 
made to‘discourage opium smok- 
ing as’ much.as possible, the de- 
sire to derive’a sufficient revenue 
both for the carrying out of. the 
suppression policy and other ex- 
penses of the Government, how- 
ever, was equally strong.. The 
situation would seem to show that 
the Government could. not do 
otherwise. : : 

Chekiong’s Different Policy. 


The Government of Chekiang 
province, on the. other’ hand, 
thinks it wise to adopt.a differ- 
ent policy. Chekiang leaders such 
as Dr, Ma Ing-chu, Chen Yuang- 
fang in a dinner party held in the 
Navy Y.M.C.A. last Saturday told 
the staff of the National Anti- 
Opium Association-and other local 
leaders that Chekiang was evid- 
ently in a comparatively better 
position so far as finance and poli- 
tical stability: .is ‘concerned and 
thus should adopt a stricter policy 
for the suppression of opium that 
that of other provinces, |‘ They
